law, their slightest wish

to them. 


But when, from any cause,

The 


mother 
is 
fussy 
and 
scolding, 


often boxed his ears. 
No efforts upon 


the part of the parents to make 
home 


attractive 
for children?such 
as fur- 


nishing toys and games 
and music to 


delight tiie childish heart; when the 
boy found any pleasure 
such as makes 


tbe 
youthful heart 
happy, 
he 
was 


compelled to go from home to find it, 
and very often on his return home 
he 


was chastised 
for being out; he first 


learned 
to tell falsehoods 
in order to 


avoid these floggings. 
Thus the boy's 


heart has been driven from home, his 
nature soured and his feet forced into 
forbidden 
paths 
by the cruel treat- 


ment of his parents." 
Ifparents want 


good children 
and easily controlled, 


they 
must 
make 
them 
love their 


homes. 
This can only be done by 


making home 
the happiest 
place in 


the world for the child, aud this is no 
great trouble. 
The first thing to do is 


to convince the child that you love it; 
first, by talking tenderly 
and kindly 


with it; don't ait back 
on your 
dig- 


nity, as an old 
autocrat, 
but 
laugh 


and play with your children. 
Then 


bring around them 
such 
little parlor 


games 
aud 
music 
as will delight 


them; 
never 
deceive 
them, 
never 


threaten 
them, 
never 
correct 
one 


when you are angry. 
O, it is a miser- 


able life that some 
boys 
live, with 


crusty, 
stiff, cold - hearted 
parents. 


Fathers 
and 
mothers, 
blame 
your- 


selves if you have 
bad children; 
you 


ran them from home with your crusty 
old dignity or your downright mean- 
ness, and now they make 
your heart 


ache. 
No pity for you.'

the town 


was in arms. 
Prominent 
as Captain 


ofa company of home-guards 
was the 


subject of our sketch, then a well-to- 
do citizen, and gallantly 
he did his 


part.

He then possessed 
houses and lands, 


with horses in bis stables 
and 
money 
in the bank. 
Among his acquaintan- 


ces 
and 
bosom 
friends at this time 


was v certain 
government 
detective, 


who was 
"truly loyal," but totally 


bankrupt 
in reputation. 
At a given 


time in 1864 the City- Marshal 
was 


notified by the detective that the rob- 
bery of the old Captain's 
house 
was 


planned for a certain night the infor- 
mation 
coming, according 
to report, 


from a well known stool pigeon. 
The 


night came, the police were on band, 
the attempt 
to rob 
the 
house 
was 


made, aud while the Captain was 
en- 


gaged in a hand-to-hand 
struggle with 


the masked 
thief, a pistol 
shot was 


heard 
and 
the 
intruder 
fell dead, 
with a bullet through his brain.* The 
detective had 
shot the stool-pigeon, 


but meant the bullet for the old man. 
The other 
pretended 
burglars 
were 


captured, 
though 
they 
were 
never 


tried but allowed to escape. 
The ani- 


mus of this put-up-job did not appear 
for several years afterwards, 
when the 


Captain 
was 
a successful 
city 
con- 


tractor and the detective (tbe war be- 
ing over) had subsided into the loafer 
ranks. 


Tbe parties 
met in buggies 
on tbe 


public streets iv 1867 when tbe ex-de- 
tective tired at bis old friend and 
nar- 


rowly 
escaped 
being 
bis murderer. 


The would-be-assassin 
was 
tried on a 
charge of assault 
with lutent to kill, 


but a convenient justice kof tbe peace 
discharged 
him and in tbe office be 


deliberately 
turned and fired at bis 


victim wounding him severely, after 
which 
he 
lied 
the 
country. 
For 


weeks the victim lay nigh unto death, 
but 
a good 
constitution 
triumphed 


and be recovered, 
but found himself 


bereft of familyaud property. 
With 


shattered 
health and fortune he went 


to southern Kansas 
to commence 
life 


again iv his old age. 


Fortune favored him, and for a time 


he seemed 
to prosper, 
but in an evil 


hour 
his former enemy 
crossed 
his 


path and al tempted 
another assassin- 


ation, but this time he caught a tartar 
and was laid low by a pistol shot from 
the gallant old man. 
He recovered, 


much to the chagrin of the citizens of 
Parsons, 
Kansas, who had 
acquitted 


the old man and had a first-class fune- 
ral prepared for the wounded ruffian. 
Both parties left the scene, 
the 
Cap- 


tain coming 
to California and the ex- 


detective going to New Orleans. 


The old Captain has been greeted by 


many friends 
in his new home, who 


rejoice to see his sturdy efforts tomake 
a living: He was appreciated 
by his 


old neighbors 
for his pluck and hon- 


esty, and they will be overjoyed to 
hear of his renewed 
health 
and pros- 


perity. 
We trust that the brave old 


man willcontinue in his manly course 
and that he may ever be appreciated. 
Wherever he majr be, whether posses- 
sor 
of 
thousands 
or proprietor of a 
blacking brush, whether directing tbe 
labor of a large oontract or working as 
a stone-mason, 
be will always be re- 
spected 
for bis honesty, 
ability and 
bravery.

whereas, 
the very atmosphere 
here is 


charged withindependence. 
So Amer- 


ican youth must be governed by rea- 
son rather 
than authority; 
by man- 


agemetit,rather 
than by force. 
Child- 


governiug 
in 
Europe 
is like cattle- 


herding; in this country, like holding 
iv a mettlesome 
steed. 
Hence chil- 


dren sent to Europe are 
not governed 


at all. 
At home they would be check- 


ed aud 
guided.

such experience, 
we will not call it 
education, 
may

imagined.
